A light rich soil is most suitable. Pot fairly firm and let the tip 
of the bulb just peep out of the soil. Water and place in a cool 
cellar or cold frame covering the pots with ashes or soil until 
thoroughly rooted. Never allow the bulbs to become dry. After 
eight weeks or until top growth of three inches has developed they 
should be ready to force in a cool, light room and after spikes are 
well developed they should be placed in regular room temperature. 
A succession of bloom may be had by bringing part of the planting 
into the light, at a time, as needed.
